St, Paul, Minn., March 6—This. is 
the gateway through which has flowed 
the streams of many thousands seck- 
ing homes in the Canadian Northwest.

dian, 

He resided on the reserve. for many 
years, until a couple of years ago, 
when he moved to Wetaskiwin. He 
was the father of a large family, all 
of whom have pre-deceased him, ex- 
cepting one son.. ’ 

The funeral took place from Moore's 
Undertaking Parlors on March 8rd, the 
service being conducted by Rev. J. M.

What Happens to 
Old Railroad 


Ere 
Vies 
The railway passenger who sees 
piles of worn-out cross ties piled 
up and set on fire by repair ganys 
along the right of way sometimes 
wonders why this is done and asks, 
why people are not allowed to use 
them for fuel. The Pennsvivaniai 
Railroad has issued an information 
pr phiet dealing with this subject, 
wn wp states:— 
} “In the first place, it is far from’ 
jirue that all the old tia? are burned. 
‘ ‘A considersble number are con- 
‘stantly being sold to persons living: 
fon or near the right of way, W ho, 
Ibuy them at nominal prices, usually) 
jten or fifteen cents apiece, and use| 
them for firewood. 
' “That is about a: far as the rail-| 
toad company has been able to go, 
thus far, in finding an outlet for 
worn-out ties. Such a method of 
disposal is practicable only it, thase 
‘cas23 «:.cve the ties can be .detivered 
jat a public crossing, or o% ther point 
‘where they can be obtained safely 
‘by the users, and where the cost of 
160 delivering them is not greater 
than the nominal prices obtainable, 
“The Company cannot . sanction 
the public going promiscrvous!y over 
- tracks and through yards to gather 
‘up old ties. To do so would be prac- 
tically letting down the bars against 
tresnassing on the tracks, an evil 
which has been tHe cause of about 
half of all the fatal accidents on 
railroads in the United States. 

“Efforts have been made to inter- 
est dealers in firewood in buying the 
o!d ties, but not thus far with much 
success, The causes annear to be 
that the old “ties are offen dirty: 
that they contain more or less stone, 
grit and slag wedged in the cracks, 
which might injure the saws used in 
cutting them; that in many cases 
they are partly decayed; that they 
are dried out, and that their fibre 
is more or less crushed, so that they 
burn out too quickly. These are 
among the reasons assigned by deal- 
ers who have not been willing to pay 
the railroad company enough to 
cover the cost of collecting the ties 
and delivering them to a po:nt at 
which they could be removed, 

“Efforts have also been mada to 
Cispose of old ties in a number of 
other ways, including sale for wood- 
pulp purposes, for the extraction of 
chemicals, for burning and sale of 
the ashes for fertilizer, and for 
manufacture into charcoal, but with- 
cut success in interesting parties en- 
garea in these occupations, 

“The Company will be glad to con- 
tinue, and wherever feasible to ex- 
tend, the present practice of selling 
cid ties to individual consumers for 
ni minal prices at points where they 
can be delivered without danger ic 
! e purchasers and withvut costing, 
dor collection and transportation, 
hore than they are worth as fuel.

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|STARTING AERO 
ENGINES AT LOW 
TEMPERATURES 


The work carried out by Professor 
Robb at Edmonton during this sea- 
gon and last can now be summarized 
in the form of a procedure for start- 
ing aero engines at various low 
temperatures, ; 

The problem as presented to Profes- 
sor Robb was that he was to assume 
that. tho engine was in an aeroplane 
which was forced to spend a night in 
the open away from the base, and it 
ying desired to know the best method 
that the crew should adopt in order 
to start the engine the following day. 

It is assumed that while the engine 
has been still hot the cooling system 
hag been completely drained or that 
an efficient .anti-freeze mixture is 
available, It is also assumed that the 
ordinary battery has been removed 
from the machine and kept at ordin- 
ary room temperature and also’ that a 
supply of commercial ether at room 
temperature is available, 

The first operation is to ease up 
the motor by doping with about half 
a pint of gasoline and turning the: 
engine over until it ig quite free.’ In 
this connection it is important — to 
see that there is no ice in the pump 
before any attempt is made to turn 
the engine over. 

The next operation is to dope the 
engine with about one quarter of a 
pint of a mixture of ether and gaso- 
line. The mixture which is most 
suitable to different temperatures is 
given in a lst below. 

It is Important that this initial dop- 
ing should not be too liberal as it; 
has been found that {ff the doping is 
slightly increased the engine does not 
slurt well. 

As soon as the engine starts to fire 
an additional one-quarter of a pint 
of the mixture is pumped into the in-! 
tiiNss manifolds, an dthis should suf- 
fice for the engine to begin to fire 
on gasoline from the carburetor which 
has. been flooded meanwhile. 

The motor is allowed to run for two! 
minutes until it is warm enough to 
take water at ordinary room temper- 
atures, but care must be taken that 
the engine ig not run too long with- 
out water, ‘ 

Ag soon as the cooling system has 
been filled the engine should be start- 


ed again and run for some little time} 


to see that the cooling system is 
functioning properly. 

If tho engine starts to boil in an 
unduly short time examination should 
be made for an accumulation of ice 
that may have stopped the system. 

Experiments will be carried out on 
the best method for handling the oll- 
ing system, but at present it fg con- 
sidered advisable to drain the engine 
immediately on landing and fill it up 
with oil at at least room temperature 
when commencing to start, It is es- 
sential that the battery should be 
charged: to specific gravity of over 
1.25, and this suggests an extra bat- 
tery should be carled, (The experi-

The priming device requires to have 
sufficient capacity’ to permit 
doping with ether mixture and the 
storage tank to serve the priming 
pump should have capacity for at 
least half a pint of mixture to per: 
mit two dopings. 

Professor Robb used.a pump ,con- 
structed from a grease gun which had 
a bore of 1 1-8 inches and a stroke of 
7 inches, and he states that a stand- 
ard priming pump is too slow for this 
particular service, 

Professor Robb experienced no dif- 
ficulty with the spark plugs in al- 
most 100 starts, but it is considered 
advisable to remove the plugs from 
the engine and heat them over a 
stove befcre attempting to start. 

The proportions ‘of the mixture for 
doping, suitable for different temper: 
atures is ag follows: 


Temporaturo Gas Ether 
20 deg. F, and above Pure 

Zero to 20 deg. F. 3 to 1 
-15 deg, F. to Zero 2 to 1

At the higher temperatures it has 
not been! necessary to warm the mix-, 
ture, but a start at -37 deg. F. indi-| 
cates that at this temperature ether | 
requires to be warm, that is, at room 
temperature. The carburetor should 
be flooded in all cases before starting, 
and the spark slfould be advanced im- 
mediately the engine begins to fire. 
The usual position of the throttle 
for starting {gs about one-fifth open. | 

The ether used in these tests have | 
been put up in one pound tins marked | 
“Mallinckrodt Motor-Ether" 

Note—While this article deals ex-| 
clusively with aero engines, the same 
procedure may be followed in automo- 
bile or tractor engines with excellent 
results.—Ed.

After a debate lasting all Thursday 
afternoon, the legislature passed bya 
yote of 42 to.11, an amendment. to the 
| Moore-Love “resolution tegarding ad- 
verse votes on government measures, 
which provides that the governments 
of the day need not be. bound to ac- 
cept defeat of any. government meas- 
ure or rpsolution as ‘occasion for re- 
signation save when followed by a 
vote of confidence, Two-/members of 
the oposition, Mrs, McClung and 8, G. 
Tobin of Leduc, as well as: tho in- 
dependent members, voted with the 
members on the government side, Pro- 
mier Greenfield, Hon. Mr, Brownlee 
and Hon.: Mr. Hoadley did’ not vote. 
The original. motion submitted by A. 
Moore of Cochrane and J. R. Lovo of 
Wainwright, was as follows: ‘“Where- 
as under the generally accepted in- 
terpretation of the working of -the 
British parllamentary system, it\ig as- 
sumad / that the defeat of a bill or 
measure presented to the legislative 
assembly bya minister of the crown 
officially on behalf of the goyernmont 
ig in itself a EY of the govern: 
ment, and : 

“Whereas the members of this leg: 
islative assembly feel that the time 
has come when members ought to be 
free to vote either for or against any 
bill or measure before the house with- 
out thereby expressing lack of confi- 
dence in the government; 

“Therefore be it resolyed that this 
house express its desire that the Pre- 
micr ought not to consider the defeat 
of any government measure or motion 
a sufficient reason for tendering the 
resignation of his-government, un- 
less such defeat be followed by a vote 
of non-confidence in the government. 

The amended resolution, submitted 
by N. S. Smith of Olds, and G. A. For- 
ster, Hand Hills, and passed by the 
house. was as follows: 

“Whereas it is the opinfon of this 
house that freedom of speech and ac- 
tion on the part of the individual mem- 
berg should be encouraged; 

“And whereas the British parlia- 
mentary convention that a ministry 
should resign when it loses the confi- 
dence of the house may, unless con- 
strued in the most liberal manner, 
militate’ against such freedom of 
speech andl action;

Natural Resources 

Premier Greenfield ‘has recolved, 
along with the Premiers of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, .a definite offer 
from Premier Mackenzie King, %e the 
dominion’ government with respect to 
the transference of the natural re- 
sources from control of the-dominion 
government tothe three provincial ; 
governmonts named, 

Premier Greenfield informed the leg- 
islature on Tuesday that this offer 
had been received and was now being 
considered .by the provincial goyern- 
ment. In brief, the offer of Premier 
King is that the governments of the 
hree prairie provinces relinquish the 
subsidies now being received in Neu 
of the lands of the provinces in con- 
trol of the dominion, and in return re- 
ceive these lands and ‘natural resour- 
ces, In this way, all transactions of 
the past would be. ignored, Premier 
King states, however, that should the 
provinces wish an accounting of past 
transactions, he would’ not object to 
such an accounting by an independent 
tribunal, Premier Greenfield has not 
yet intimated what the Alberta gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward the offer 
will be. He promised to keep the leg- 
islature fully informed: as to the pro- 
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gress of negotiations. 


Greenfield in the house, for the last 
year, show a deficit on operation of 
$2,118,209.66, the total expenditure 
from general revenue account having 
been $10,065,155.91 while the total re- 
venue received was  $8,486,946.25.
